The porsonal and med i oai informotion 

w»ro divulged without a warrant nr siihpnwna Tha information transmitted via twtephnna during a mntina 

traffic stop, was not requested for a focused civil or criminal investigation or other legitimate 

governmental reason. This information was misinterpreted and abused by the local taw enforcement 
agency, as a direct result or mis intormation being snared with a local police officer, ptaintnrs received a 

tra ff ic citatio n and plain ti ffs vehicle was impounded. Due to t he impoundment of plaintiffs v e hicie, 

plaintiff was l eft a t the s i de o f the r oa d i n h is wheelchair with his l ug g a ge a n d la p top. Plaintiff s vehicl e 

was siiahflv damaged during the towina. Plaintiff had to reside temporarily in a homeless shelter because 

plaintiff was traveling and residing in his vehicle. Plaintiff also had to pay a fine, court costs, and 

towing/impound fees.
